In the present case 
Sun, Moen and planet will have set some 
time before ; but a close appreach of Venus 
to the Moon may be seen earlier in the 
afternoon by those possessed of an 
equatorial telescope and capable of pick- 
ing up the planet when only two degrees 
from the Sun. . 

Mars rises just before 10 p.m. in the 
beginning of the month and gains an hour 
by the end... He is brighter than a first 
inagnitude star, and is beginning to rival 
Jupiter. His Polar caps should be easily 
visible with a moderate telescope. 

Jupiter rises at 8.40 p.m. at the 
beginning of the month and at 6.40 at the

JUPITER'S SATELLITES. 


Satellite phenomena, though not 
numerous, are interesting. On the 2nd 
the shadow of III appears on the planet 
at 10.50 p.m., to pass off at 2 a.m. The

On 
the 23rd I and IV are both on the planet 
till 8.36 p.m., when I passes off, IV re- 
maining till 10.28. On the 26th the shadow 
of IL appears ‘at 9.49 p.m., the satellite 
following at 11.39. On the 28th IT emerges 
from occultation at 9.27 p.m. On the 
29th I is eclipsed at 9.56 p.m., and the 
30th I again goes through the series of 
transit and shadow transit between 7.17 
and 10.22 p.m. 

Saturn sets in the early evening, and is 
now hardly to be observed, 

Uranus has moved back some 3° from 
the position described in August, and is 
now in an even emptier region than then. 
The eastern side of the Great Square of 
Pegasus will still indicate his approximate 
position as before by producing the line 
about an equal distance to the south. He 
should be visible in a good pair of 
binoculars, all the more as he is in a 
vevion nearly blank of stars. 


THE MOON. 


Full Moon on the 6th at 10.28 a.m. 

Last Quarter on the 13th at 12.27 p.m. 

New Moon on the 20th at 10.21 a.m. 

Kirst Quarter on the 28th at 6.18 a.m. 

The New Moon, or rather the slender 
crescent a day or two old, will be now 
vetting easier to observe. As the Sun 
approaches his furthest south, the New 
Moon, after conjunction, becomes higher 
in the sky at the time of sunset, because 
she is now north of the Sun. This is true 
of all “ evening stars.” . The search for 
the first sight of the crescent in former 
days was a matter of considerable import- 
ance. Before the birth of accurate 
astronomy there was no means of de- 
termining the beginning of the lunar 
month but by sighting the crescent of the 
Moon, Most ancient religions fixed their 
most important festivals, -etc., by the 
phases of the Moon. This was especially 
the case with the Jews, the Passover being 
on the 14th of the month of Nisan. To 
ascertain when the 1st of Nisan—by the 
Mosaic law the beginning of the year— 
fell, the crescent had to slalaed, and 
the fact had to be attested by two credible 
witnesses. 

It is possible that we have here the 
origin of the curious superstition about 
the unluckiness of making the first 
observation of the New Moon through 
glass. The watchers would naturally 
repair to some elevated point of vantage 
to have a clear horizon. To sight the 
crescent through a window would mean 
that the observer had been lazy or remiss, 
and might bring him under the censure of 
the religious authorities. The frequent 
advice. to turn your money in your pocket 
en seeing the crescent may also have had 
an origin in the same times. The lucky 
watcher who first spied the New Moon 
would probably have his vigilance stimu- 
lated » | some financial reward. 

The Moon will be in conjunction with 
Jupiter on the 11th, with Mars on the 
12th, with Mercury on the 21st and with 
Saturn on the 23rd, 

On the 7th the Moon passes right 
through the Pleiades, cont a whole 
series of occultations, including one of 
Atlas, the brightest star in the cluster. 
Unfortunately for British observers, the 
majority of the occultations occur before 
the Moon rises at Greenwich; but the 
same thing will occur again every month 
till April, 1931, and, after a rest, will re- 
start in August, after the Moon’s usual 
habit. When she begins occulting a par- 
ticular star she keeps at it, and never 
leaves the unfortunate star alone for a 
couple of years. In fact, she can never 
pass it without occulting it till she tires 
of the game and takes it up with some 
other star. With planets it is different ; 
for a lunar month gives most planets 
plenty of-time to move on before the Moon 
overtakes them, but a star is always in the 
same place when the Moon comes back. 
The next year will also. commence a series 
of occultations of Spica and Antares. 
Those of the latter are specially interest- 
ing, because Antares possesses a smal)! 
green companion, which is a very difficult 
object to most telescopes; but when the 
Moon passes over Antares the little green 
star is left just’for a moment visible, ang- 
ing on the Moon’s edge, before being 
covered in its turn.

Dublin’s Apple Imports. 


The passing of Snap-Apple Night re- 
minds me that Dubliners in olden times 
were largely dependent for their supplies 
of apples on imports from Drogheda, Wex- 
ford, Dungarvan and-other towns on the 
eastern seaboard. Every autumn hookers 
of twenty or thirty tons burthen sailed up 
the Liffey, laden with apples, and tied u 
at Wood quay, where they remained til 
the cargoes were sold er ship. At times, 
however, these boats became a nuisance 
in the eyes of the City Fathers, as “ they 
keep the boat slips under themselves as if 
they were garners,”’ and as a result an 
order was made in the year 1620 that they 
could not remain longer than thirty days 
selling their apples under a penalty of 
five pounds.

The 
dark one eclipses the bright one every two 
days or so. Hence the ‘‘ winks.’’ Half- 
way between the bright one eclipses the 
dark one, but that does not make much 
show. 

The western sky is not very brilliant, 
containing few stats above third magni- 
tude and none of the first ; but the eastern 
is sparkling with brilliants. Orion is 
there, and Taurus, Aurige and Gemini. 
Procyon shines below Gemini, Sirius has 
ust risen and Leo is rising. The Great 

ear is in the north-east, head up and tail 
down, as though climbing a tree after the 
manner of his kind. Cepheus and 
Cassiopeia face him across the Pole, In 
the north-west are Cygnus and Lyra, with 
the never-setting Vega and Deneb. e 
stars below the Pole belong to Urea Minor 
and Draco.

Che First Quakers. 


The recent paragraph on St. Audoen’s 
Church has brought to my postbag many 
letters, which all tell me more of the 
almost forgotten history of the ancient 
building. St. Audoen’s was, I learn, the 
scene of the first Quaker -meetings in 
Dublin. It was here that, in 1663, 
Elizabeth Fletcher and Elizabeth Smith, 
two Englishwomen, addressed the con- 
gregation upon the tenets of Quakerism. 
Subsequently the Lord Mayor of Dublin 
had them committed to the celebrated 
Newgate Prison for their pains, but upon 
their release they held a meeting at the 
house of one Richard Fowkes, a tailor, 
whose residence afterwards became the 
first Friends’ Meeting House in Dublin. 


The Lucky Stone. 


Near the rwilings in the playground, 
‘which now occupies the site of the old 
graveyard of St. Audoen’s, there stands a 
plain stone, with no inscription to tell us 
its history. It was once known as “ The 
Lucky Stone,’’ and superstitious persons 
believed that, if they touched it, their 
business would prosper. It used to stand 
outside the church, and, according to Dr. 
Petrie, is older than any part of the exist- 
ing remains. 

Despite its sanctity and mystery, the 
stone was many times stolen, and in 1826 
apparently finally disappeared. Years 
alterwards it was found in front of the 
newly erected chapel in High street. It 
was then acquired by the Rev. Dr. Spratt, 
who presented it to the cemetery at Glas- 
nevin. Later still, at the instance of the 
late Sir Charles Cameron, the stone was 
restored to its original position. Ap- 
parently its many vicissitudes of fortune 
seem to have dispelled its aura of sanctity ; 
for it is now virtually forgotten.

Al Dublin Engineer. 


I see that the Institution of Civil 
Engineers of Ireland has awarded tlie 
Mullins Silver Medal to Mr. Harry 
Nicholls, B.A., B.A.I., for his paper on 
“ The Construction of the Liffey Tunnel.”’ 
The medal, which is named after.a past 
President of the Institution, is awarded 
annually for the best papers read during 
the year, Mr, Nicholls, who has been for 

some years attached 
to the staff of the 
City Engineer, and 
was regident engineer 
in charge of the 
tunnel works, is 
a distinguished ex- 
scholar and graduate 
of Dublin Univer- 
sity, having obtained 
First Mathematical 
Scholarship in 1911 
on exceptionally high 
marks and graduated 
as Senior Moderator 
and Gold Medallist 
in Mathematics. It 
has frequently ben remarked that 
mathematical ability runs in families 
more, perhaps, than any other form of 
talent, and I was, therefore, not surprised 
to learn that Mr. Nicholls’s father, though 
almost a centenarian, is still a keen chess 
player, and the doyen of the Dublin ‘Chess 
Club.

SNAKES IN IRELAND. 


Very few new arrivals took place during 
the week, but among them was, of course, 
the grass snake, already reported im this 
paper, which was found by Mr, Donogh 
O’Brien’s little boy in the garden at the 
back of 22 Merrion square. This snake— 
a much larger one than the specimen that 
a few weeks ago caused such excitement 
and alarm in Drumcondra—is now to be 
seen in the Reptile House, shafing its 
compartment there with a garter snake, 
to which it is understood to be. closely 
allied. The time is poms? not far off 
when we shall be told that snakes are, 
after all,. fairly common creatures in 
Ireland, though generally escaping 
observatfon except when they wander into 
towns. 

Apart from the snakes, the Rentile 
House will now richly reward everyone 
who takes a walk round it; for it is a 
delight to see those huge lizards— 
Malayan and Australian—vrejoicing in the 
strange name of monitors, who occupy so 
many of its compartments, and throw 
themselves into all sorts of extra- 
ordinary attitudes for the entertainment 
of every passing visitor. A few years ago 
it was thought almost impossible to keep 
these strange reptiles in Ireland. The 
first that was placed in the ‘‘ Zoo’ lived 
only a few days, the second only a few 
weeks. In the new Reptile House they 
now thrive abundantly, and have grown to 
quite remarkable sizes, while the richness 
of their colour markings is also striking. 
Perhaps, a still more inviting creature at 
the present moment is the little baby 
cr ile—as yet scarcely twelve inches 
long—which occupies the same compart- 
ment with a chameleon of about its own 
size, and may be seen darting about with 
a briskness like that of our own common 
lizard, especially when invited to do so by 
the descent of a shower of mealworms on 
the floor of its abode. 


INFECTIOUS LIBERALITY, 


The liberality that has supplied the 
Reptile House with nearly all its fine stock 
of immates is equally noticeable in the 
other houses and throughout the Gardens. 
It also shows signs of becoming infectious. 
No account of last Saturday’s Council and 
breakfast would be complete without 
mention of a remarkable letter received 
by Dr. Ferrar from a boy at one of our 
largest public schools, whose enthusiasm 
has been so kindled by what he has seen 
and learned at the ‘‘ Zoo ” that he has set 
himself to kindle a like enthusiasm amon 
his school-fellows, and lcularly tells 
how one of them, who has a relative in 
Africa, will try to induce that relative to 
follow Dr. Monks’s splendid example and 
bring home animals for the Dnblin 
Gardens.

NORTHERN GOVERNMENT SALARIES. ©

NOTICE TO RAILWAY WORKERS. 

Hundreds of workers at the Great Northern 
Railway works at DUNDALK are: affected 
by a short-time notice which has been posted 
in the various departments, The notice 
intimates that from to-day the men 
in half the shops will cease work daily at 
4 p.m., and that on alternate weeks the 
workers in other shops will do the same. 
The men who cease work early will, however, 
be employed for a half-day on Saturdays. 
Hitherto they have not worked on Saturdays. 
It, as understood that the difficulty of getting 
Sufficient electric current is the cause of the 
early stoppage of work. 


ENNISKILLEN TOLLS. 

Judge Green, at FERMANAGH County 
Court last Saturday, awarded Robert Dickie, 
merchant, Enniskillen, £40 damages against 
Frederick R. Browne, owner of tha Ennis- 
killen fairs and markets, for wrongful seizure 
of goods exposed on the Diamond by plain- 
tiff outside his place of business. The 
defendant demanded toll upon the articles, 
and plaintiff refused to pay. The demand 
was a general one, and not for a specified 
toll upon a particular article. Defendant 
seized ploughs, netting wire, and. buckets. 
For one 2s. 6d. demand he seized £20 worth 
of merchandise. The Judge said that he did 
not see how defendant could justify the 
seizures, | 


LIMERICK POSTAL SERVICES.

RATE. 


“This disease continues to hold a foremost 
place in the minds of all concerned with the 
health of the community, occupying, as it 
does, the third place in the list of “ principal 
killimg diseases,’ and. accounting for 10.7 
per cent. of the total number of deaths,’’ 
writes Sir George Newman, Chief Medical 
Officer of the British Ministry of Health, 
cencerning eancer in his review ef the state 
of the public health for the year 1929. . 

The number of deaths attributed to cancer 
during last year was 56,896, equal to a 
death-rate per million persons living of 1,437. 
This figure again showed a higher rate than 
that recorded in any previous year. The 
recorded rate had, roughly, doubled during 
the past thirty-gve to forty “ears. 

A large proportion of cancers of the skin 
was recognised as having an occupational 
origin. | 

TOBACCO-SMOKING. i 

“The availbale data in regard to the part, - 
if any, played by the habit of tobacco- 
smoking, or the occurrence of syphilis m the 
causation of cancer, point.to the need for 
more intensive investigation before the- ques- 
tion can be estimated with ariy degree of 
accuracy. The mere act*of smoking tobaeco 
seems to have no causal association with 
cancer of the tongue, .and the same may be 
said of cancer of the lip.” 


Fublic notice has recently been drawn to 
non-professional amateur, or ‘* quack,’* 
remedies for the cure of cancer, states the 
report. Medical practitioners in general dis- 
play great hesitation in using the word 
'“cured,” and would prefer to avoid saying 
su, unless it was known that the patient had 
lived for several years after treatment and 
had ultimately died from sonk\ separate 
cause. 

'“In cancer the earliness, or otherwise, 
with which ‘effective treatment is. given 
usually decides the issue between life and 
death.”’

The warmth of General Hertzog’s 
welcome was, in large measure, an atone- 
ment for Dublin’s weeping skies. It is 
not surprising that, amid the pressure of 
his duties at the Imperial Conference, he 
found time for a hasty visit to the Free 
State; for, as President Cosgrave said at 
the dinner last Saturday night, ‘“‘ the 
parallel between Ireland and South Africa 
is a close parallel.” Thirty years ago 
General Hertzog, and less than thirty 
years ago Mr. Cosgrave, were in armed 
conflict with Great Britain and had prices 
on their heads.- To-day each is Prime 
Minister of a Dominion of the British 
Empire, honoured in his own Jand and a 
foremost spokesman in the Empire’s joint 
councils, Both have just cause for pride 
in the retrospect and for confidence in 
the prospect. Mr. Cosgrave said truly 
that ‘‘ old.enmities and hatreds have gone 
and are going; they have faded in the 
light of clearer understanding.’’

They to-day belonged to an absolutely free 
and independent people voluntarily 
associated with others in co-operation in 
what they called the British Common- 
wealth of Nations. 

FREEDOM AND INDEPENDENCE. 

“T look upon that freedom and inde- 
pendence,” said the General, '' as abso- 
lutely real in every respect, and if it were 
net, I would not consent to one day re- 
maining in that association. It was upon 
that understanding, and with the full in- 
tention of the Declaration of 1926— 
especially when it purported to be a 
declaration of the full, free, and inde- 
pendent status cf the members of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations—that I 
called upon my countrymen to work in the 
future for co-operation with the members 
of the Commonwealth. There is one thing 
to which South Africa has responded—an 
I am not speaking merely for Nationalist 
South Africa—and that is, that we are, 
and ever shall be, in every respect a free 
and independent country, whose obliga- 
tions will rest upon no other basis but the 
basis of free and voluntary agreement.”’ 

THE LANGUAGE QUESTION. 

Up to 1926, he said, he had viewed any- 
thing that had in its name the prefix 
‘‘Imperialism”’ as sinister, but from 
1826 triumphed the angel of peace. There 
was a time that the word “ Imperial ’ 
had a sinister meaning, when they were 
looked upon as subordinate in what was 
now known’ as the British Commonwealth 
of Nations. Since 1926 the duty rested 
upon them to see that their countries were 
developed and educated. 

He could not help feeling in regard to the 
Gaeltacht that they had only done in Ireland 
as had been done in South Africa. It was not 
too much to ask a child to learn two 
languages; it was not too much to ask a 
child to learn its own language; but it was a 
terrible thing to deprive a nation and her 
children of their own language. That was the 
reason that they in South Africa asked the 
childcen to jearn their own language, just as 
the Irish Government asked the children of 
Ireland to learn: Irish. He looked upon the 
Trish as being like the South Africans— 
hundreds of years more youthful than the old 
people who had dominated so long. 

YOUTH AND THE FUTURE. 

“ Our time,” he added, ‘‘for playing that 
role which they have played is surely in the 
future, and for us the great duty is to see that 
we educate our youth in such a way that 
when that-time comes they will make our re- 
spective rations look upon themselves with 
the same feeling of pride and confidence as the 
older nations have done in the ‘past.”’ 
(Applause. ) 

He felt he would have done something very 
wrong had he left Europe without visiting | 
Ireland. In conclusion, he hoped that the 
youth of lre!and and of South Africa would 
be: inspired by what they had done in the 
past, and were trying to do, and that they 
would cherish the ideals for which Ireland and 
South Africa had sacrificed so much—the 
ideals which were so necessary if nations, as 
nations, were to carry the respect of the 
world.

AEROPLANES AND TROOPS 
TAKE PART. 

General Hertzog, on his arrival at Kings- 
town on Saturday evening from Holyhead by 
the mail boat Hibernia, was welcomed to the 
Irish Free State by President Cosgrave. A 
squadron of Free State Army. aeroplanes 
flew out to meet’the mail boat and escorted 
“wo Hibernia until she arrived at the Carlisle 
ier, 

President Cosgrave, accompanied by Mr. 
McDunphy, Assistant Secreta of the 
Executive Council of the Irish Free State, 
and Colonel Joseph O’Retly, Aide-de-Camp, 
were waiting on the pier when the mail boat 
arrived. As General Hertzog came down the 
gangway a guard of honour of 100 men of 
the Sth Infantry Battalion of the Free State 
Army, under Captain A, J. Kavanagh, pre- 
sented arms, and the general salute was 
sounded by buglers from the Free State 
Army School of Music. 

Those who accompanied General Hertzog 
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eakening suddenly under the rain of 
fire, two of the desperadoes discarded their 
weapons and scurried away to hiding 
places, leaving their three companions 
stretched on the ground. 

All. efforts to locate the whereabouts of 
the two missing men have so far failed, 
but it is thought that they are still inside 
the prison.

OBITUARY. 
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SIR EDWARD BETHUNE. 

Lieutenant-General Sir Edward Cecil 
Bethune, K.C.B., C.V.0., C.B., died at his 
residence, § Eldon road, Kensington, yester- 
day. He was seventy-five years of age. 

A relative told a reporter that Sir Edward 

had not beén well for some months past, and 
that his condition became serious three week's 
ago. : : 
Sir Edward was Grand Master of the Order 
of Crusaders. and when the members of the 
Order assermbled at the Temple Church yester- 
day afternoon for their annual festival 
Service they learned of his death. The 
announcement was made at the commencement 
of the Service by the Pro-Grand Master of the 
English Jurisdiction—Sir Archibald Boyd 
Carpenter—and the Dead March in “ Saul’’ 
was played. 

Sir Edward Cecil Bethune was a famous 
soldier, and his name will always be 
remembered as the Commander of Bethune’s 
Horse in South Africa. He served in the 
Afghan War from 1878-1880, and later in the 
Boer War, It was in 1899-1900 that he raised 
and commanded Bethune’s Horse. He com- 
manded the Cavalry Brigade, South Africa, in 
1901, and had command of the 16th Lancers 
from 1900 to 1904. In the following year he 
was appointed to the general staff, with the 
rank of Brigadier-General. 

Sir Edward became a Colonel of the 4th 
Royal Irish Dragoon Guards in 1908 and in 
the same vear was given the rank of Major- 
General, becoming Lieutenant-General . in 
1913. From 1912 to 1917. he was Director- 
General of the Territorial Force. 

The British Legion, too, had the advantage 
of his active support. For four years until 
the beginning of this year he was 
Chairman of the Metropolitan Area Council 
of the Legion. He had a brcakdown in health 
in January of this year, but in August the 
following advertisement, which indicates his 
spirit and his outlook on life, appeared 
in London papers :—‘‘ Elderly gentleman, 
partially confined to house through illness, 
wants suggestions for interesting and useful 
occupation needing mental, but not physical, 
erergy, and possible for one head only. No 
remuneration required.””’ He had many 
replies. : 


SIR JOHN APSEY. 


Sir John Apsey, formerly and for many 
years head of the constructive department 
Portsmouth Dockyard, and previously chief 
constructor, Malta Dockyard, died yesterday 
at his home, at Hayling Island, in his 72nd 
vear. He had been ill for some little time. 
He is survived by Lady Apsey. Since his 
retirement, and his residence at Hayling, Sir 
John—who was created K.B.E, in 192%—had 
taken considerable interest in public work. 


SIR JOHN FITZGERALD. 

Sir John Fitzgerald, one of the leading 
brewers in the North of England, and pro- 
minent for many years in the public life of 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, died at his home in that 
city úr aní aged 7ó. A native of Tippe- 
rary, Sir John was an Alderman of New- 
castle City Council, and had held the posi- 
tions of Sheriff and Lord Mayor of New- 
castle. He was also a freeman of the City 
of London (Feltmakers Co.). He received 
his knighthood in 1920 for services to recruit- 
ing during the war.
